, tuberculosis in chickens have shaken 
the foundation of the poultry raising 
business. Lack of understanding has 
led poultrymen into a serious situa- 
tion which must be handled on the 
‘farm with more or less drastic meas- 
ures. The disease in chickens has 
poisonous fangs reaching into the 
whole live stock and poultry industry. 

Wholesale wringing of hens’ necks 
seems to be the solution. Hiding the 
tubercular hen is a ruinous policy in 
the end. She already has been neg- 
lected too long. Destroying the dis- 
eased bird must be done if farmers 
are to make money with their fiocks 
in the future.
